To Invoke Ellis Health Act 


At the recent meeting of the public health 
committee of the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs a set of resolutions was adopted 
calling upon the authorities of Georgia coun- 
ties to take as early as possible to 
make effective in their respective counties 
the provisions of the Ellis health law, en- 
acted by the state general assembiv in 1914 

This bill, championed throughout by the 
Georgia | mederation of Women's Clubs 
through its public health committee, contem- 
plates a genera! elevation of the health con- 
ditions of the state, providing, as it does for 
rigid enforcement of the rules of sanitation 
and hygiene, careful supervision and watch- 
fulness over the physical condition of publie 
school children, ete. 

The law becomes operative in any county 
after it shall have been indorsed by two 
county grand juries. To date only a portion 
of the counties have availed themselves of 

beneficent effects, and the purpose of 
the resolutions in question is to spur the 
authorities of the delinquent counties to ac- 
tion.

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|RAILROAD WOULD CONSIDER PLAZA PLAN 
| AFTER W. & A. LEASE HAS BEEN CLOSED 


The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, present lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and bidder for the new 


lease, will consent to a clause in the lease 
providing for a consideration of Atlanta’s 
plaza plan by a representative of the state 
of Georgia after the lease is closed. This was 
the statement made by Henry Walters, of 
Baltimore, chairman of the board of directors 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
to the Atlanta plaza commission at a confer- 
ence in the office of Mayor Candler Thursday 
at noon. 

Thus it appears that the clause becomes 
an open-and-shut proposition of whether the 
Western and Atlantic railroad commission, 
which is representing the interests of the 
state in the lease of the road, can strike an 
agreement with the bidder which will alter 
the situation enough to permit of inserting 
the clause as requested by the plaza commis- 
sion. In view of the attitude taken by Mr. 
Waters, which is clearly that his road re- 
gards such a clause as a sort of “unknown 
quantity” in the tease, and would therefore 
desire a reduction in the rental price, small 
hope is entertained for relief in the Western 
and Atlantic commission conferences, 


Plaza Plan Not Abandoned, 

This does not mean, however, that the 
fight for a plaza over the tracks of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad in Atlanta is done. 
Members of the plaza commission made this 
quite clear Thursday, both in the conference 
with Mr. Walters and in statements to the 
press after the conference. It means that, if 
the plaza clause proposal fails, the fight is 
just ‘beginning. The plaza commission will 
seek relief by other methods. 

Mr. Walters stated to the commission in 
the conference Thursday that, “after the lease 
is closed.” the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad will be glad to consider At- 
lanta’s proposals for the construction of a 
plaza. He said that to insert the proposed 
plaza clause in the lease contract would very 
materially affect the negotiations’ now in 
progress ofthe the Western and Atlantic com- 
mission. This represents concretely the atti- 


tude of Mr. Walters toward the plaza project 
at present. 

For this attitude he gave no reason 
further than that his road did not desire to 
lease the Western and Atlantic railroad with 
a clause in the lease providing for some fu- 
ture change in the condition of the property 
which cannot be forecasted. He stated that 
he desfred the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis to be on the same footing, with respect 
to the plaza, as other railroads operating in 
Atlanta, and that to place such a clause ag 
the plaza clause in the lease contract would 
be to place a condition upon the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic which would not be 
shared ‘by other railroads. 


Would Not Injure Railroad. 

It was pointed out to Mr. Walters that 
the plaza plan does not contemplate any 
change in the condition of the Western and 
Atlantic property which would be detrimental 
to the property, the interests of the Western 
and Atlantic or the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, or which would in any way 
handicap the operation of the roads. It was 
shown that the wholesale houses which have 
in years past operated below the viaducts 
have in recent years been moving out, and 
that there are many vacancies there now, 
that with the construction of the Arcade 
building an entire block of such houses will 
be moved at once—all of which indicates that 
the value of this railroad frontage for term- 
inal delivery purposes is rapidly diminishing. 

The economy with which the proposed im- 
provements could be made now, in compari- 
son to what relief from the situation in the 
future would cost, was also impressed upon 
Mr. Walters. It was stated that, unless some 
relief is granted by a plaza or some such 
method. electrification may have to be re- 
sorted to in the future, which Is a rather ex- 
pensive enterprise. | 

It may be also that. condemnation pro- 
ceedings would have to be taken in the mat- 
ter of the Pryor street grade crossing and 
other improvements vf an expensive nature 
brought about by otner means than the plaza 


plan.

Once the pink boll worm 
reaches a cotton-producing region, he said, 
its destruction is inevitable and absolute. 

In response to a question, Mr. Parker 
said that immediately after the advent of 
the boll weevil in northwest Louisiana, land 
values were thoroughly demoralized. “But 
today,” he declared, “since the farmers have 
applied modern methods of diversified farm- 
ing, and the raising of live stock, the lands 
are worth more than twice what they were 
before the boll weevil came.” 

J. D. Price, commissioner of the Geor- 
department of agriculture, spoke 
briefly along the same line, giving a skele- 
tonized account of what the farmers of 
Georgia in co-operation with the department 
have done and are doing along the lines of 
diversification indicated by Mr. Parker. 

In the same vein Dr. P. H. Saunders, pres-

Editor Constitution: Since the present 
great European war began we have heard 
the word “Americanism” used commonly in 
conversation and through the public press. 


. Every true American wants to see his coun- 


try second to none, whether it be from a 
military, a commercial, industrial or from 
any other standpoint. But with our popula- 
tion of more than one hundred million, with 
Our vast area of farm land in its unimproved 
and undeveloped condition and our unlimited 
supply of mineral resources, have we caught 
the true meaning of “Americanism”?’ Are we 
making “America First” for Americans? 
Depend Too Mucb en Others. 

Before the European war began we had 
depended too much upon others. We were 
depending upon the merchant marines of 
other countries to handle our commerce. The 
expert. products .tthgt are therefore offereri 
for sale found no markets when European 
ships were later withdrawn from merchant 
trade. Prices were smashed and hundreds of 
inillions were lost to our producers. On the 
other hand, we had depended so long on 
Kuropean ghips bringing to our countr\ 
kKuropean products that when the ships were 
withdrawn we found the door to our supp!) 
of many common articles slammed in our 
face and the prices on thse classes of mer- 
chandise therefore became exorbitant. 

The supply of*analine dyes is a conspicu- 
ous example. Germany had fostered the de- 
velopment of her analine dye industry 
tarquah iheir..soprees, the coke ovens, and 
she was supplying us as well as a large part 
of the world with dyes. When merchant ships 
of Germany no longer came to our shores to 
sell us dyes we found ourselves unable to 
obtain them, and the prices of dyes and 
everything in which they were used became 
very high. The dyes used in printing our 
national currency were manufactured in Ger- 
many, and our government was placed in the 
humiliating att‘tude of having to ask the 
allied powers’ permission for a package of 
dyes to be imported from Germany to be 
used in making our paper currency. The 
Same was true with a number of our common 
drugs and other products derived from the 
coke ovens. 

Americans Themselves Responsible. 

We are responsible for the condition 
through which all have gone during this 
gSreat war, and that we are responsible for 
the losses and suffering’ chat we have en- 
dured. We can and should encourage and 
develop our own great country and its varied 
resources so that we will be less dependent 
for actual necessities upon sections without 
our own boundaries. 

The European war, with all of its horrors, 
Sulferiny and destruction, should be of value 
to us in serving io show us our weak points, 
not only in a military way, but also com- 
mercially and industrially. By encouraging. 
developing and patronizing our own indus- 
tries of the “Made in the U. S&S. A.” type we 
make ourselves more prosperous and inde- 
pendent on. foreign sources of supply, and 
prepare against such conditions as did pre- 
vail after the beginning of the war and @s 
prevail at this time. 

We produce more coal and manufacture 
more steel than any other country in the 
world, vet we allow enough by-products of 
coal to go to waste to produce more than 
twice the amount of dye Germany was man- 
ufacturing when the’war began. Every piece 
of cloth with a fast color has cost us more 
during this war because of the scarcity of 
dyes. .Many articles we are unable to bu) 
at all because nodyes can be obtained. And 
vet, while the war has been in progress, we 
have had millions ef dollars’ worth of ma- 
terials going to waste from which we should 
be making dyes. And the dye industry is only 
a small part of by-products of coal. 

Our agricultural interests are vitally con- 
cerned in the development of our coke-over 
industry because of valuable fertilizer that 
should be saved from this source. The high- 
eat concentrated material as well as one of 
the most valuable fertilizers 13 sulphate o! 
ammonia, a by-product from coal. Nearly 
$25,000,000 worth of this material is now be- 
ing saved annually and goes into our fertil- 
izer for the production of crops, while ap- 
proximately $49,000.000 is going to waste. 

Approximatels 100,000 tons of actual am- 
monia is going to waste annually. Accord- 
ing to averages compiled from carefull) 
planned tests, this would be sufficient to 
double the vield of al! crops in Georgia.

May closed at 15.14, a little better than 
midway between the extremes of the 
morning, and the general list closed 
feverish at a net decline of 211 to 254 
points 

The report of Germany’s new naval 
policy came as an absolute surprise 
to the trade. The market yesterday 
had advanced on a more optimistic 
view of peace prospectS and the ab- 
rupt change from cheerfulness over 
the outlook to the various apprehen- 
sions inspired by the blockade state- 
ment brought in selling orders from 
all directions 

At the start, indeed, it seemed as 
though every one wanted to: sell at 
once. The opening was only 36 points 
lower on February, an inactive month, 
but 261 to 373 points below last night's 
closing figures on other deliveries.

and Germany. If we remain insistent upon 
our previous attitude there is nothing left 
except to break relations with Germany 
and war will result. If we do not remain 
inststent our exports will be seriously inter- 
fered with and perhaps thousands of bales 
“lost at sea.”’ In either of these events it 
occurs to us that the American farmer 
will curtail cotton and raise food crops. His 
market for his staple will look ta be cur- 
tailed to the manufacturing ability of his 
own country until peace is assured.

New Orleans, February 1.—-The cot- 
ton market here staggered today under 
the heaviest and most unexpected blow 
it ever received. CGermany’s annuonce- 
ment that she immediately would enter 
into a campaign of unrestricted naval 
warfare, causing the fear that this 
country would be drawn into war and 
making an already complicated cotton 
export situation all the more difficult, 
resulted in a rusn to sell on the part 
of holders of long contracts, which 
sent prices down for the widest break 
in the history of the market. In the 
first few minutes of trading the active 
months lost 373 to 435 points, or $18.50 
to $21.75 a bale. 
Refore the call, cotton brokers and 
traders were prepared for wide de- 
clines, but they were not_prepared for 
the extent of the losse’s. The first sale 
in March was at a loss of 113 points, 
but the weakness increased every min- 
ute. and when May was reached on the 
call its first transaction was at a loss 
of 324 points. Soon after the call May 
cold at 13 cents as compared with 17.24 
on the close yesterday. July also traded 
at 13 cents, compared to 17.35 on yes- 
terday’s close. At this stage the mar- 
ket was about $40 a bale down from 
the highest level attained this season. 
A strong recovery followed the first 
break, on which prices shot upward 
295 to 229 points from the bottom, but 
the reaction was not well maintained. 
The market became nervous and unset- 
tled, with rapid and very wide fluctua- 
tions.
